Document 1 does not disclose a feature wherein the 
polyester comprises a specific aliphatic dicarboxylic 
acid, which has a lower alkyl group that constitutes a 
side chain, as the structural unit. On the other hand, the 
inventions set forth in this application exhibit an 
advantageous effect wherein they have a superior 
resistance to hydrolysis as a result of this feature . 

Claims 8 and 9 

The invention set forth in claims 8 and 9 involves 
an inventive step in relation to document 1 cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 1 does not disclose a feature wherein the 
polyurethane comprises a specific aliphatic dicarboxylic 
acid, which has a lower alkyl group that constitutes a 
side chain, as the structural unit. On the other hand, the 
inventions set forth in this application exhibit an 
advantageous effect wherein they have a superior 
resistance to hydrolysis as a result of this feature. 

Claim 11 

The invention set forth in claim 11 involves an 
inventive step in relation to document 1 cited in the 
international search report. 

Document 1 does not disclose a feature wherein the 
polyester comprises a specific aliphatic dicarboxylic acid 
as the structural unit and contains a polymer izable double 
bond at the terminal thereof. On the other hand, the 
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inventions set forth in this application exhibit an 
advantageous effect wherein they have a superior 
resistance to hydrolysis as a result of this feature 
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
